PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS 
APPROVING EXECUTION OF A 
TAX REIMBURSEMENT PAYMENT AGREEMENT 
WITH THE BOEING COMPANY 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Corporate Headquarters Relocation Act, (PA 92-0207), signed into 
law on August 1, 2001, as amended from time to time (the “ Relocation Act ”). the General Assembly of 
the State of Illinois (the “ State ”) has determined that the relocation of the international headquarters of 
large, multinational corporations from outside of the State to a location within the State creates a 
substantial public benefit and will foster economic growth and development; and 

WHEREAS, the Relocation Act therefore provides for the creation of certain financial 
incentives that may be used to encourage long-term commitments by an Eligible Business relocating its 
Corporate Headquarters (as such terms are defined in the Relocation Act) in the State; and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook (the “ Countv ”), as an affected taxing district, is authorized 
under the provisions of Section 18 of the Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/1 et seq., as amended from 
time to time (the " Property Tax Code ”), to, by a majority vote of its governing body, after the 
determination of the assessed valuation of its property, to order the Clerk of Cook County to abate any 
portion of its taxes on certain types of real property. Pursuant to Section 18-165(a)(8) of the Property 
Tax Code. 35 ILCS 200/18-165(a)(8), such abatement may be made with respect to any property or a 
portion of any property within the County that is used by an Eligible Business for a Corporate 
Headquarters. Alternatively, in lieu of such abatement, the County may enter into an agreement with an 
Eligible Business to make annual payments to such Eligible Business in an amount not to exceed the 
property taxes paid directly or indirectly by such Eligible Business to the taxing district and any other 
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affected taxing district(s) for premises occupied pursuant to a written lease and may make such payments 
without the need for an annual appropriation. Any such abatement or agreement may be effective for the 
entire term specified by the County, provided, however, that such abatement or annual payments in lieu 
thereof may not exceed 20 years; and 

WHEREAS, the Boeing Company (“ Boeing ”) is a large, multinational corporation with world¬ 
wide revenues in excess of $50,000,000,000 that presently maintains its international headquarters in 
Seattle, Washington. Boeing intends to relocate its international headquarters to the real property 
commonly known as 100 N. Riverside Plaza, Chicago, Illinois 60606 (the “ Property ”). In connection with 
such relocation, Boeing has executed that certain Office Lease dated May 10, 2001 by and between 100 
North Riverside, LLC, as landlord, and Boeing, as tenant (the “ Boeing Lease ”), pursuant to which Boeing 
shall, among other matters, initially lease approximately 275,000 rentable square feet of space including 
the top 12 floors of the building located on the Property (the “ Building ”) for an initial period of fifteen 
(15) years, subject to the terms and conditions contained therein. Upon such relocation, and during the 
Term of the Agreement, as defined in the Tax Reimbursement Payment Agreement (the “ Agreement ”) 
submitted hereto as Exhibit A . the portion of the Building occupied by Boeing will be the principal office 
of Boeing and the site which Boeing’s principal executive officers have designated as their principal 
offices. In connection with its occupancy of the Building, Boeing shall construct substantial tenant 
improvements necessary to permit Boeing to take possession in accordance with the terms of the Boeing 
Lease. Such relocation will create a substantial public benefit through its creation of not less than 500 
permanent FTE jobs (as defined in the Agreement), through Boeing’s payment of various taxes and 
governmental charges and through other public benefits described in this Agreement and will also foster 
further economic growth and development in the County and State. Therefore, Boeing constitutes an 
Eligible Business under the Relocation Act and the portion of the Building occupied by Boeing will, upon 
such occupancy, constitute Boeing’s new Corporate Headquarters; and 

WHEREAS, the County’s annual reimbursement payments under the Agreement will consist of 
the County’s allocable share of the Boeing General Real Estate Taxes (as defined in the Agreement), the 
Forest Preserve District of Cook County allocable share of the Boeing General Real Estates Taxes, based 
on the respective tax rates of such taxing district(s) or fund; and 

WHEREAS, the County’s agreement to provide the annual reimbursement payments provided 
for in the Agreement is conditioned upon, among other things, (i) Boeing’s relocation to the Building, as 
described above, (ii) Boeing’s construction of certain initial Boeing improvements, (iii) Boeing’s 
continued status during the Term of the Agreement as an Eligible Business under the Relocation Act, (iv) 
the continued status of the portion of the Building occupied by Boeing as a Corporate Headquarters under 
the Relocation Act during the Term of the Agreement, (v) Boeing’s relocation to and retention at the 
Building of not less than the minimum number of FTE jobs and the corporate headquarters employees 
specified in the Agreement during the Term of the Agreement, (vi) Boeing’s lease and occupancy of not 
less than the minimum number of square feet at the Building specified in the Agreement during the Term 
of the Agreement, and (vii) Boeing’s compliance with the job readiness training and public benefit 
requirements specified in the Agreement, all subject to the terms and conditions set forth in the 
Agreement; and 

WHEREAS, Boeing’s relocation to the County would not reasonably be anticipated without the 
payment of the annual reimbursement payments provided for in the Agreement and the comparable 
agreements being executed and delivered by the other taxing districts levying property taxes on the 
Property and the Building; now therefore. 
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BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK COUNTY: 

SECTION 1 . The President of the Board of Commissioners authorized, negotiate, execute and 
deliver the Agreement between the County and Boeing substantially in the form submitted hereto as 
Exhibit A and made a part hereof, and such other supporting documents as may be necessary to carry out 
and comply with the provisions of the Agreement, with such changes, deletions and insertions as shall be 
approved by the persons executing such agreement. 

SECTION 2 . The annual reimbursement payments required to be made by the County pursuant 
to the Agreement may be made without annual appropriation, as provided for under Section 18-165(a)(8) 
of the Property Tax Code, 35 1LCS 200/18-165(a)(8), as the same may be amended. 

SECTION 3 . The President and County Clerk are authorized to execute and deliver on behalf of 
the City such other documents, agreements and certificates and to do such other things consistent with the 
terms of this Ordinance as such officers and employees shall deem necessary or appropriate in order to 
effectuate the intent and purposes of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 4 . If any provision of this Ordinance shall be held to be invalid or unenforceable for 
any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such provision shall not affect any of the other provisions 
of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 5 . All ordinances, resolutions, motions or orders in conflict with this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

SECTION 6. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect immediately upon its passage.

PROPOSED SUBSTITUTE ORDINANCE 


COOK COUNTY AMUSEMENT NOTIFICATION PROCEDURE 


WHEREAS, the National Institute on Drug Abuse reports that the use of Ecstasy and other "club 
drugs" is on the rise and continues to spread in both urban an suburban populations, unlike the use of 
other illicit drugs, which are stabilizing or in the decline; and 

WHEREAS, National Institute on Drug Abuse supported research has shown that use of club 
drugs can cause serious, long-lasting health problems and even death, and that used in combination with 
alcohol, these drugs become more dangerous; and 
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WHEREAS, because some club drugs can be added unobtrusively to beverages by individuals 
who want to intoxicate or sedate others, there has been an increase in reports of club drugs used to 
commit sexual assaults; and 

WHEREAS, many of these clubs are allowed to stay open until 4:00 a.m. on weekends and have 
a section in which adults can purchase alcohol; and 

WHEREAS, teens gravitate to juice bars and teen dance clubs to dance to electronic music; and 

WHEREAS, Ecstasy is commonly used in juice bars and teen dance clubs to enhance the 
dancing experience; and 

WHEREAS, Ecstasy raises the body temperature and when taken in a hot atmosphere the 
physical and psychological risks associated with its use increase, which has resulted in a jump in 
emergency room visits by teens frequenting juice bars and teen dance clubs; and 

WHEREAS, in the past year. Cook County Sheriff's Police have made more than 100 arrests in 
undercover Ecstasy investigations in unincorporated Cook County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
("Board") amend the Cook County Code of Ordinances to include the following: 

DANCE HALL AND ROADHOUSES 
L i c e n se Notification Required 

14 - 31 . No citizen, firm or corporation of this state shall operate a public dance hall er 
ro ad ho use used for public youth dances in the county and outside the limits of any city, town or village, 
w i thout first hav i ng obtain e d a county roadhous e li c e ns e- fee e ach loca ti on of any roadhous e or danc e ha l l 
except under the following conditions . 

14 - 31.1 Any public establishment used or intended to be used for participation by minors in 
entertainment or amusement, involving music, music videos or dancing (examples include, but are not 
limited to: a dry dance hall, non-alcohol bar, teenage cabaret or juice bar) shall not operate between the 
hours of 12:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m. and shall not be eligible for a retail liquor license under Chapter 14 of 
the Cook County Code of Ordinances. 

14 - 31.2 For purposes of this ordinance: "Amusement" means any exhibition, performance, 
presentation or show for entertainment purposes, including, but not limited to, those involving music, 
music videos or dancing. 

14 - 31,3 It shall be unlawful for any person who owns, maintains or manages an establishment 
for participation by youth in such activities to operate without providing written notice to, the Cook 
County Sheriffs Police. 

14 - 31.4 If an amusement is produced, presented or conducted for gain of profit on any 
property in unincorporated Cook County without proper notice to the Cook County Sheriffs Police, all of 
the following persons shall be found in violation: 1) the owner of the property if it is established that the 
owner knew or should have known that such operation occurred without proper notice as evidenced by 
failing to secure a copy of such notice from the lessee to the Sheriff: 2) the lessee of the property: 3) the 
manager of the property; 4) the producer of the amusement: 5) the presenter of the amusement: and 6) the 
person conducting the amusement. Each person found in violation of this subsection shall be subject to a 
fine of up to $1,500.00. 
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14-31.5 It shall be unlawful for any person who owns, maintains or manages an establishment 
allowing such an amusement to rent, lease or make the establishment available for use, with or without 
compensation, for the purpose of unlawfully manufacturing, storing, distributing or using a controlled 
substance. 


a) For purpose of this section, the term "controlled substance" shall be defined in the Illinois 
Controlled Substances Act, codified at 720 1LCS 570/100 et seq.. as amended. 

b) Any person who violates this subsection shall be sentenced to a term of imprisonment of not 
less than 30 days nor more than 6 months in the Cook County Department of Corrections, and 
a fine of up to $ 1.500.00. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED that the Cook County Sheriffs Office shall develop a notice procedure 
for obtaining authority to operate such an establishment no later than December 1.2001. 

The Ordinance shall become effective on December 1, 2001.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, Cook County makes a substantial investment in terms of time and money in providing for 
the training of newly hired employees for the Sheriffs Office; and 

WHEREAS, the Sheriff is entitled to expect a reasonable return on such investment, in terms of the 
commitment and devotion to duty of their prospective employees; and 

WHEREAS, it has become prevalent for employees to leave the Sheriffs Office and the community, 
which provided their training and equipment before a reasonable amount of time has passed. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1 - Title 

This Resolution shall be known as the Cook County Training Reimbursement Agreement. 
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Section 2 - Scope 

This Resolution applies to all non-civilian employees of the Sheriffs Office who receive equipment 

and/or training for their position with the Sheriff s Office, including but not limited to Deputy Sheriffs, 

Correction’s Officers, Court Services Officers and Community Services Officers. 

Section 3 - Agreement 

1. The Cook County Sheriffs Employee within the scope of this Resolution (“Employee”) agrees to 
participate in the Sheriffs required law enforcement training. The Employee further agrees to 
successfully complete such training and obtain the necessary and appropriate certification. The 
Employee then agrees to serve as an Employee of the Cook County Sheriffs Office. Said 
Employee does further agree to devote full-time to the training and subsequent service and to 
perform all assignments in a satisfactory manner. 

2. The Sheriff agrees to make available to the Employee law enforcement training as set forth 
above, and to be responsible for and to pay for all related expenses in connection therewith, 
including equipment and salaries on the premises while the Employee is in training, if required, 
and further, to provide in-house training for the Employee during the periods of time that said 
Employee is employed with the Sheriffs Office, but not attending the training academy. 

3. The cost and expenses related to the training and equipping of the Employee change with time 
along with any increase in expenses, changing the cost of a breach of this Agreement by the 
Employee. Any Employee found to have violated this agreement agrees to pay the County the 
sum of: 

The cost of training the Employee for the current year, when that Employee has less than twelve 
(12) months of service to the Sheriffs Office. 

The Employee shall pay this amount not as penalty, but as agreed upon liquidated damages, in the 
event that said Employee terminates said employment with the Sheriff during training within the 
first twelve (12) months subsequent to taking the oath of office. 

4. In no event shall liquidated damages, as set forth above, be assessed if the Employee fails to 
satisfactorily complete the training, or terminates his or her employment during the first twelve 
(12) months, due to disabling illness or injury, verified by a physician of the Sheriffs choice. 

5. The exceptions as set forth in paragraph four (4) above shall not apply in the event that there is 
substantial evidence that the Employee has been dismissed as a result of misrepresenting his or 
her basic qualifications for employment, or has caused his or her dismissal, failure, illness or 
injury in an attempt to avoid payment of liquidated damages set forth above. 

6. Damages assessed herein will be prorated according to the amount of training completed, in the 
event said damages should become payable prior to the Employee taking the oath of office after 
the completion of the training period required by the Sheriffs Office. 

7. Said Employee acknowledged that he or she meets the basic qualifications for employment as set 
forth by the Sheriff. 
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8. Said Employee also states that the information placed on his or her formal application and that 
given to personnel conducting any background investigation is accurate and complete to the best 
of his or her knowledge. 

9. In the event that the Employee is called to active military duty, or has his or her probationary' 
period extended for any reason whatsoever, or is granted a leave of absence during any period of 
time contemplated by this Agreement, the period of said Agreement shall be extended 
accordingly. 

10. This Agreement shall become effective upon Employee’s official starting date and shall remain in 
full force and effect for twelve (12) months following administration of the oath of office, unless 
extended as provided in paragraph nine (9) above. 

11. This Agreement is to be construed in accordance with the laws of the State of Illinois, and 
embodies the entire agreement between the parties hereto, and each party acknowledges that there 
are no inducements, promises, terms, conditions or obligations made or entered into other than 
those contained herein. 

12. This Resolution shall take effect for all Employees hired by the Sheriffs Office after the approval 
of this Resolution by the Cook County Board of Commissioners.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, mass transit is most important to individuals who can not provide their own transportation; 
and 

WHEREAS, Pace and many other transportation organizations are trying to control spending in order to 
lower their spending in order to pay the increase costs of fuel; and 

WHEREAS, one proposal involves eliminating bus routes and other services in order to save money; and 

WHEREAS, eliminating routes will leave some individuals with no transportation to and from their jobs; 
and 

WHEREAS, in several meetings regarding changes in routes the people affected have pleaded for the 
route to continue and even offered to pay increased fares to increase the funds of the transportation 
provider: and 

WHEREAS, Pace is considering the elimination of a route they have provided for individuals working at 
the LARC (Lansing Association of Retarded Citizens) facility in Lansing, Illinois; and 
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WHEREAS, by eliminating this service Pace has provided for LARC, the families of the individuals 
going there,and many of the individuals will have no other way to go to the LARC facility in order to 
work; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Department of Transportation regulations require transportation providers 
to transport qualified individuals under the Americans with Disabilities Act within % to 114 a mile of 
transportation routes, leaving some Americans with no transportation options if they go beyond this 
covered area; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois requires downstate transportation authorities to maintain a profit of 
twelve percent, yet Chicago area transportation providers must maintain a forty percent profit, creating a 
greater financial burden on Cook County residents and transportation providers; and 

WHEREAS, all the levels of government and the transportation providers should work together in order 
to assure that those who most need mass transit are able to get to and from their destinations. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners encourages 
Pace to continue to transport qualified individuals under the Americans with Disability Act, and others 
who can not transport themselves, to and from their destinations in and around Cook County; and

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RESOLUTION 

This Agreement is entered into this 9th day of August 2001 pursuant to 35 Ill. Admin. Code 
Section 742.1020 by and between Amoco Oil Company as owner or operator of underground storage 
tank(s) ("Owner/Operator") and the County of Cook, Illinois ("the County") as follows: 

WF1EREAS, Owner/Operator has owned and operated or currently owns and operates certain 
underground fuel storage tanks which either are currently or were previously located at 2405 West 
Augusta Boulevard in Chicago, Cook County, Illinois (hereinafter "the Site"); 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Emergency Management Agency ("IEMA") has confirmed a release of 
contaminants in the soil and groundwater at the Site and the right of way adjacent to the boundary of the 
Site. The IEMA has assigned incident number 923151 to this release at the Site. Submitted as Exhibit A 
is a site map which shows the area of estimated contaminant impacted soil and/or groundwater at the time 
of this Agreement in the right of way above Tier 1 residential levels under 35 Ill. Admin. Code Part 742. 
Also submitted as Exhibit B is a table showing the concentration of contaminants of concern, hereafter 
"Contaminants", in soil and/or groundwater within the area described in Exhibit A and which shows the 
applicable Tier 1 objectives for soil and groundwater of the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency 
("IEPA") which are exceeded. The right of ways described in Exhibit A (commonly described as 
Augusta Boulevard and Western Avenue and hereinafter described as the "Right-of Way"), adjacent to 
the site is subject to this Agreement. As the drawings in the Exhibits are not plats, the boundary of the 
Right-of-Way in the Exhibits may be an approximation of the actual Right-of-Way lines. The Right-of- 
Way is impractical to sample for Contaminants, however, the parties believe that the area of the Right-of- 
Way is adequate to encompass soil and/or groundwater within the Right-of-Way possibly impacted with 
Contaminants from a release at the Site; 

WHEREAS, Owner/Operator is pursuing a corrective action of the Site and of the Right-of-Way 
adjacent to the boundary of the Site and intends to request risk-based, site specific soil and/or 
groundwater remediation objectives from the IEPA under 35 Ill. Admin. Code Part 742. Under these 
rules, use of risk-based, site specific remediation objectives in the Right-of-Way may require the use of a 
Highway Authority Agreement as defined in 35 111. Admin. Code Section 742.1020: 

WHEREAS, the County holds a fee simple interest or a dedication for highway purposes in the 
Right-of-Way, and has jurisdiction over it. As such, the County exercises sole control over the access to 
the soil and use of the groundwater beneath the Right-of-Way; 

WHEREAS, the Owner/Operator and the County are desirous of preventing the use of 
groundwater under the Right-of-Way as a potable or domestic supply of water and to limit access as 
described herein to the soil under the Right-of-Way that is contaminated from the release at levels above 
residential Tier 1 remediation objectives; 

WHEREAS, this Agreement is intended as a "Highway Authority Agreement" pursuant to the 
terms of 35 Ill. Admin. Code Section 742.1020. which restricts the use of the land under the Right-of- 
Way adjacent to the Site. 

1. INCORPORATION OF RECITALS 

The recitals set forth above are incorporated by reference as if fully set forth herein. 
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2. TERM AND REQUISITES FOR VALIDITY 

(a) This Agreement shall commence upon the date the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
authorizes its execution and shall continue until the Right-of-Way is demonstrated to be suitable for 
unrestricted land use and there is no longer a need for this Agreement as a Highway Authority Agreement 
and the IEPA has, upon written request to the 1EPA by the Owner/Operator and notice to the County, 
amended the notice in the chain of tile of the Site to reflect unencumbered future use of the Right-of-Way. 

(b) The IEPA must review and approve this Agreement. Upon the lEPA's approval of this 
Agreement and issuance of a "No Further Remediation" letter ("NFR"), the Owner/Operator shall record 
the NFR letter at its expense at the Cook County Recorder's Office in the chain of title for the Site. This 
Agreement shall be referenced in the Illinois EPA's NFR for the Site. The reference shall direct inquiries 
to Cook County Bureau of Administration, Department of Highways, Attention: Superintendent, 69 West 
Washington Street, 23rd Floor, Chicago, Illinois 60602, tel. (312) 603-1600 for further information 
regarding this Agreement. 

(c) This Agreement shall be null and void as a Highway Authority Agreement if: 

(1) The IEPA does not approve it, or; 

(2) Owner/Operator does not record the NFR letter. 

The occurrence of either of the above conditions shall not void this Agreement as a land use 
Agreement between Owner/Operator and the County. 

3. RIGHTS, DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE PARTIES 

A. The County 

(1) The County will prohibit the use of groundwater beneath the Right-of-Way that is contaminated 
from the release at levels above Tier 1 residential remediation objectives as a potable or other domestic 
supply of water and will limit access to soil under the Right-of-Way that is contaminated from the release 
at levels above Tier 1 residential remediation objectives. 

(2) The County has the right to construct, reconstruct, improve, repair, maintain and operate a 
highway upon its property or to allow others to use the Right-of-Way by permit. The County reserves the 
right and the right of those using its property under permit to remove contaminated soil or groundwater 
above Tier 1 residential remediation objectives from its Right-of-Way and to dispose of the same as 
deemed appropriate not inconsistent with applicable environmental regulations so as to avoid causing a 
further release of contaminants and to protect human health and the environment. 

Prior to taking any such action, the County will first give Owner/Operator thirty (30) days written 
notice, unless there is an immediate threat to the health or safety of the public or any individual, that it 
intends to perform a site investigation in the Right-of-Way and remove or dispose of contaminated soil or 
groundwater to the extent necessary for its work. The removal or disposal shall be based upon the site 
investigation and any modifications thereto as field conditions dictate. 

If the County deems it practicable, it may request Owner/Operator to review or perform the site 
investigation and/or to remove and dispose of the contaminated soil and/or groundwater necessary for the 
County's work in advance of that work. Failure of the County to give notice to Owner/Operator of its 
intent to perform a site investigation shall not constitute a violation of this Agreement. 
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(3) The County's sole responsibility under this Agreement with respect to others using the Right-of- 
Way under permit from the County is to make an effort to notify its current permit holders of the 
following and to include the following, or substantially similar, language in future standard permit 
provisions in accordance with all environmental laws: 

"As a condition of this permit, the permittee shall request the office issuing the permit to identify 
sites in the Right-of-Way where access to contaminated soil or groundwater is governed by 
Tiered Approach to Corrective Action Objectives Agreements. The permittee shall take 
measures before, during and after any access to these sites to protect worker safety and human 
health and the environment. Excavated, contaminated soil should be managed off-site in 
accordance with all applicable environmental laws and regulations." 

B. Owner/Operator 

(1) Owner/Operator agrees to reimburse the County for the reasonable costs it has incurred for or 
will incur in the future in protecting human health and the environment, including, but not limited to, 
investigating, identifying, handling, storing and disposing of contaminated soil and groundwater in the 
Right-of-Way as a result of the release of contaminants at this Site. There is a rebuttable presumption that 
contaminants found in the Right-of-Way arose from a release form the Site. Owner/Operator's 
reimbursement to the County under this paragraph shall be limited to ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars in 
the event that the county has not given notice to Owner/Operator and it is determined that there was not 
immediate threat to the health and safety of the public or any person. 

(2) As the pavement in the Right-of-Way may be considered an engineered barrier as defined in 35 
Ill. Admin. Code, Subpart B, Section 742.200, Owner/Operator agrees to reimburse the County for: (a) 
maintenance activities requested by Owner/Operator or (b) maintenance activities performed by the 
County on the Right-of-Way in order to assure its physical integrity as an engineered barrier. 
Owner/Operator shall not be obligated to reimburse the County for ordinance maintenance consistent with 
that performed by the Department on other County Highways; provided, however, that Owner/Operator, 
pursuant to Paragraph 3(A)(2) and 3(B)(1) herein, shall reimburse the County for any and all costs it 
incurs in removing and disposing of any contaminants discovered within the Right-of-Way, as required 
by applicable environmental laws, in the course of performing highway activities other than ordinary 
maintenance. Owner/Operator understands that the County does not represent that it will perform 
maintenance on the Right-of-Way, or that it will maintain the Right-of-Way as an engineered barrier, or 
that the Right-of-Way will always remain a highway. 

(3) Owner/Operator agrees to indemnify and hold the County and its Commissioners, officers, 
agents, director, employees, contractors, consultants and affiliates, permit holders, as well as any other 
highway authorities maintaining the Right-of-Way pursuant to an agreement with the County harmless 
from and against any and all liability, losses, claims, costs, damages, demand, penalties, or other expenses 
(including attorney's fees and other legal expenses occasioned by any real and potential claim, demand or 
action (whether or not meritorious) associated with the release of contaminants from the Site, or which 
arise(s) out of any of the rights granted or performance rendered by the County to Owner/Operator under 
this Agreement, or pertaining to any representation made by the County under this Agreement. 
Owner/Operator shall promptly reimburse the County, on demand, for any and all liabilities made or 
incurred by the indemnified parities to which this indemnity applies. 

(4) Owner/Operator agrees that it will inform its personnel, if any, at the Site about this Agreement 
and that such personnel shall notify anyone excavating in the Right-of-Way about this Agreement. 
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(5) Upon approval of this Agreement by the IEPA, Owner/Operator shall furnish to the County a 
copy of the NFR letter along with proof that it has been recorded. 

4. BREACH 

A. By Owner/Operator 

Should Owner/Operator, or its successors and/or assigns, violate any of the terms of this 
Agreement shall be null and void as a highway authority agreement at the County's option upon thirty 
(30) days' written notice by the County. If the violation relates to Owner/Operator's failure to reimburse 
the County, as provided in paragraphs 2(B)(1), (2) or (3), above, Owner/Operator may remedy the breach 
by making payment within twenty (20) working days from the date the notice is received. 

B. By County 

Violation of the terms of this Agreement by the County shall not void this Agreement unless the 
IEPA has determined that the violation is grounds for voidance of this Agreement as a highway authority 
agreement and the County has not cured the violation within such time as the IEPA has granted. 

Should the County breach this, breach of Agreement, Owner/Operator's sole remedy is an action 
for damages in the Illinois Court of Claims. Any and all claims for damages against the County arising at 
any time for a breach of paragraph 2(A)(1) of this Agreement are limited to an aggregate maximum of 
twenty thousand ($20,000.00) dollars. No other breach by the County of a provision in this Agreement is 
actionable in law or equity by Owner/Operator. 

Flowever, should the County convey, vacate or transfer jurisdiction of the Right-of Way to an 
entity other than a County agency, Owner/Operator may pursue an action under this Agreement against 
such successor(s) in interest in a Court of Law. 

5. MISCELLANEOUS 

A. Binding Effect: This Agreement shall be binding upon and inure to the benefit of the successors 
and assigns of Owner/Operator in the Site and the County in the Right-of-Way as if they too were parties 
to this Agreement. 

B. Severability: This Agreement is entered into by the County in recognition of laws passed by the 
Illinois General Assembly and regulations adopted by the Illinois Pollution Control Board which 
encourage a tiered approach to remediating environmental contamination.

In addition to the required $2.00 fee 
increase, the Cook County Department of Public Health is also requesting another $1.00 fee increase on 
the first copy of each death record to make its charges consistent with those charged by the Cook County 
Clerk.

ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING COOK COUNTY ORDINANCE 5-214, 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH SEARCH AND 
CERTIFICATION FEES, AS AMENDED 

WHEREAS. The County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to the 1970 
Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule powers the Board of Cook County Commissioners 
adopted Cook County Ordinance 5-214 setting the fees for the Department of Public Health in the search 
and certification of birth, death and fetal death records; and 
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WHEREAS, pursuant to 410 ILCS 535/25 (1), the Department of Public Health may charge fees 
which may not exceed the fees charged by the State Registrar of $10.00 for the search and certification of 
such records, an additional fee of $5.00 for a certified copy of such records and $2.00 for each additional 
certification or certified copy requested; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Clerk and the City of Chicago currently charge $10.00 for the 
initial search and certification of a death certificate; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to P.A. 92-0141. and effective July 24. 2001. which amends 410 ILCS 
535/25 . the Department of Public Health as a local registrar, must charge a $2.00 surcharge fee for each 
certified copy of a death certificate. The fee is in addition to any other fees that are charged by the local 
registrar. The additional fees must be transmitted to the Illinois Department of Public Health monthly for 
deposit into the Death Certificate Surcharge Fund for purposes of establishing an electronic reporting 
system; and 

WHEREAS, the amendment to 410 ILCS 535/25 now restricts the local registrar from assessing 
fees against an organization chartered by Congress that requires a certificate for the purpose of death 
verification. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Cook County Ordinance 5-214, as amended, is hereby amended as follows; 

5-214 SEARCH AND CERTIFICATIONS FEES 

a) The Department of Public Health shall charge a fee of $7.00 for any search of the files of 
birth records and $10.00 for any search of the files of death and fetal death records upon a written request 
from an applicant entitled to such search. If, upon search, the record request is found, the custodian to 
whom the request was submitted shall furnish the applicant one certification of such record, or one 
certified copy of such record. 

b) A further fee of $2.00 shall be required for each additional certification or certified copy 
requested of a birth record and $4.00 for each additional certification or certified copy requested of a 
death or fetal death record. 


cl The Department of Public Health is hereby authorized to initiate transmittal of fees to the 
State Registrar collected for the Death Certification Surcharge Fund as required by law. 

d) The Department of Public Health shall waive the fee for any death certification requested by 
an organization chartered by Congress for the purpose of death verification. 

Section 2. This amendment shall be effective upon passage.

The commute to a 
summer job in 1930 at Arlington Park Racetrack introduced Monsignor McDermott to the Skid Row 
neighborhood and the plight of its victims. This experience would lead to a lifetime commitment to better 
the lives of those affected by the disease of alcoholism, and the appellation bestowed upon him, "Apostle 
of the Alcoholics", and 

WHEREAS, Monsignor McDermott was assigned to the staff at Maryville Academy, a home for 
dependant children in Des Plaines, from 1936 -1941. He served as assistant pastor of Our Lady of Peace 
from 1941-1946 in the then affluent South Shore neighborhood. It was here that Father Mac came to 
believe that alcoholism was a disease and not a social problem of the less fortunate of society, and that it 
had a tendency to be inherited, and 

WHEREAS, Monsignor McDermott was named in 1946 as assistant director of the Chicago 
Archdiocese's Catholic Charities and executive director of the Catholic Dependent Child Commission. 
He simultaneously served as director of Holy Cross Mission, an agency administering to the corporal and 
spiritual needs of Skid Row inhabitants. Father McDermott developed an alcohol education curriculum 
for the Chicago school system and fostered Alternatives to Expulsion, a program incorporated into State 
of Illinois educational practices, and 

WHEREAS, Monsignor McDermott founded in 1963 the internationally recognized Central States 
Institute of Addiction (CS1A), which offers in-depth training for individuals, group associations, and 
professionals involved in handling addictions. At this time he also founded the state's first "Driving 
Under the Influence Program" called Alcohol and Drug Assessment Services (ADAS) which became the 
model for the programs now used throughout the nation. In 1979 he founded Intervention Instruction as a 
substance abuse education-prevention agency, and 
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WHEREAS, Monsignor McDermott founded Haymarket House in 1975 as president of the Chicago 
Clergy Association for the Homeless Person. It was the first freestanding, social setting detoxification 
center in Illinois. Haymarket House has since expanded to a large complex known as the McDermott 
Center providing a detoxification center, food and shelter for the homeless, counseling, drug abuse 
services, family support and a Maternal Addiction Unit. Under Father McDermott's guidance, the Center 
offers dignity and self-respect to the approximately 1,000 people admitted to the facility each week, and 

WHEREAS, Monsignor McDermott has been honored with numerous awards for his trail-blazing 
solutions to the homeless and substance abuse problems recurrent in our society. He most recently 
received the “2001 John H. McDermott Award for Civic Leadership”, the “2000 Humanitarian for the 
Millennium Award” and the “1999 Light in the Darkness Award”, and

He earned his 
master’s degree in German in 1960 and a doctorate in German and the Humanities Honors Program in 
1966 from Stanford University, and 

WHEREAS, Geza von Molnar’s long and distinguished teaching career began at Northwestern 
University in 1963. He was named a professor in 1983 and chaired the German Department three times 
for a total of ten years. Mr. von Molnar served as director of the university’s program in European 
Thought and Culture from 1989. “We have lost an extraordinary leader, teacher and scholar,” said Eric 
Sundquist, dean of the Weinberg College of Arts and Sciences at Northwestern. “Geza’s devotion to his
